The proposed bond issue 
will be used to finance the 
construction of a "urgently 
needed" building program. 
The bond issue is the biggest 
In school history due to a 
large extent to the 


tremendous rise in building 
costs. 

Residents do not have to 
be property owners to vote 
on the two propositions 
although property owners 
and non property owners will 
be voting on different 
machines, McConeghy said. 


On the bond issue, 
McConeghy added that the 
mill levy to be assessed to pay 
off the bonds would be 
determined by the amount of 
the bond issue required 
during any one year. 

Total school millage levied 
in the 1969-70 school year 


was 31.6 mills per $1,000 
assessed property valuation, 
state equalized. This total 
lew includes 26.6 mills for 
school operation and five 
mills for debt retirement. 

The 26.6 mills assessed for 
school operations includes 
the nine mills that the school 
district wants renewed. 


The expiration of the nine 
mills brings operational 
millage down to 17.6 mills. 

A YES vote by the school 
district’s electorate on the 
nine mills renewal would 
bring it back to the 26.6 mills 
thus no increase in this 
portion of the total millage.

(Editor’s Note: The following is the sixth of a series of 
Lenten Sermons by area pastors and leading churchmen. This 
week 's article is by Rev. Robert MacDonald, rector of Trinity 
Episcojtal Church of Belleville. 

REV. ROBERT MACDONALD 
"The Palm Sunday Event" 

Most of us get in the habit of seeing a familiar 
skyline or horizon as we drive our cars on our regular 
routes. We are comfortable with this familiar view, 
and ofteh we find ourselves taking it for granted. 
Then a building project begins. It may be an 
apartment complex, or a shopping center, or a 
factory. It begins to affect our viewpoint, our 
horizon, as the construction develops. 

We begin to think of the changes it will make in 
the neighborhood and the traffic flow. We are not 
sure that we want the changes to occur. 

But there seems to be an inevitability about 
change. It occurs in spite of our reluctance to 
experience change. People continue to need homes 
and apartments in which to live, they need shopping 
centers. Businesses and industries need offices and 
factories. There is a constant pressure for growth and 
change. Our horizons get changed year by year with 
new construction. 

In addition to these outer horizons, each of us has 
what we might call an inner horizon or inner skyline 
which is familiar to us. This inner horizon is what 
gives our lives their direction. 

Psa.mist spoke of this inner reality in the 121st 
Psalm when he wrote, "I will lift up mine eyes unto 
the hills; from whence cometh my help? My help 
someth even from the Lord, who hath made heaven 
and earth." 

History and the Bible have shown us that man 
tends to become static and rigid in his religion. Man 
tends to take God and other men for granted. 

Thje Old Testament records again and again how 
God sent his prophets to shake up the people, to 
widen their horizons, to lift their vision. But the 
people kept resisting the prophets. 

Finally, God sent his own Son. The Palm Sunday 
event, as recorded in the Gospels, can be understood

Romulus Citizens Group 
To Promote City Charter 


ROMULUS— Formation of 
a citizens group to promote 
interest and participation in 
Romulus’ scheduled May 7 
special City Charter election 
has been announced this 
week along with a special 
township voters that 
registration deadline is this 
Saturday. 

Acting as chairman for the 
citizens' group is Ron 
Hopson, long time Romulus 
area resident and 
businessman. 

"I suppose we’ll become 
known as the IQ group or

However, he added, he 
does not anticipate that the 
group will want to take a 
specific side or position on 
the Charter at any early date 


until it has had opportunity 
to hear about and study it 
further.

"Quite frankly, we feel 
that is the position most 
people and groups should 
take," he said. "We’ve been 
interested in the charter as it 
developed and it very well 
could be the fine document 
the majority of Chamber 
Commissioners have 
expressed it to be. 

"But we’re also sure that 
there are several facets to the 
question of becoming a city 
in addition to the Charter 
document— and all of these 
things should be brought out 
and weighed in the tie before 
election.”

Missing W-2's Delay 
Federal Tax Refunds 


DETROIT-Missing W-2 
wage and tax statements 
caused income tax refunds of 
3,279 taxpayers in Michigan 
to be held up, Thomas A. 
Cardoza, District Director for 
Michigan reported. 

A copy of the W-2 wage 
and tax statement given out 
by each employer must be 
included with Federal income 
tax returns when they are 
filed. 


Taxpayers with more than 
one job must have a Form 
W-2 from each employer and 
all must be filed with the 
return, Cardoza said. 


When returns are received 
in IRS offices without W-2’s 
to verify all withheld taxes 
claimed, a letter is sent to the 
taxpayer requesting the 
missing document. 
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Judge Stone Writes of Marihuana Dangers 


( Editor's Note The following 
submitted by District Judge 
James B Stone of the 34th 
District Court ( Romulus ) is the 
second of a series of articles on 
the problems of narcotics wh f ch 
has been in the forefront of 
current news reports J 

In the first of this series 
of articles I very briefly 
described the legal penalties 
associ a ted with the 
possession, sale and use of 
narcotics. 

To rely upon the courts 
to solve the narcotics 
problem is a losing battle. It 
has been proven time after 
time that the severity of the 
legal punishment does 
nothing to combat the 
traffic in illicit drugs just as 
Prohibition failed to stop the 
consumption of alcoholic 
beverages. 

The narcotics business, 
like any other business, 
depends upon two factors to 
survive. First, there must be 
a market for the product; 
second, there must be a 
source of supply. 

The unhappy, 
maladjusted, thrill-seekers 
among us provide the market 
and the extremely high 
profits of the seller, 
“pusher,” insures that the 
market will be supplied. 

As a starting point, I 
would like to introduce you 
to one of the ‘‘soft*, drugs, 
marihuana, also known as 
“hay,** “pot,” “grass,” “tea” 
or “weed.” 

Marihuana is the Mexican 
name for the plant that is 
scientifically known as 
Cannabis Sativa (Latin). It 
grows wild in most of the 
United States, Mexico and 
Canada in the form of a 
shrub-like bush or plant that 
may attain the height of 20 
feet. 


In Michigan it rarely 
grows over 12 feet but may 
be much shorter depending 
on the soil, moisture and 
other conditions. 

The top leaves, the tops 
of the stalks and the flowers 
contain the active part of 
the plants that when smoked 
cause the exotic feeling that 
the users are attempting to 
obtain. 

Each leaf of the plant has 
an odd number of leaflets, 
usually from 5 to 13 in 
number. These leaflets are 
long and slender, pointed at 
both ends and have a 
serrated or saw-toothed edge. 
When the tops of the plants 
are picked and dried, they 
are then processed by 
removing the stems and the 
seeds. 

Although there are several 
methods that a person can 
use to get the intoxicating 
effect of marihuana, the 
most common in Michigan is 
smoking, usually in cigarette 
form. This cigarette is hand 
rolled with two thicknesses 
of cigarette paper and is 
shorter and slimmer than a 
commercial cigarette with 
the ends twisted or crimped 
to keep the marihuana from 
falling out. 

Persons who smoke 
marihuana prefer to smoke 
in the company of others 
and will object to the 
presence of nonsmokers 
unless they are willing to try 
it. 

Since the price of a 
cigarette in Michigan is from 
75 cents to $1.50, when the 
marihuana is smoked it is 
handed from person to 
person to take a puff to 
minimize the waste. While 
smoking it the users 


sometimes make a noise which 
is caused by sucking air in 
with the smoke much like 
the noise caused by drinking 
a hot liquid and attempting 
to cool it while slurping it. 
An odor of burning weeds or 
alfalfa may be detected on 
the breath or the clothes of 
the person who has been 
smoking for several hours. 

Marihuana may be 
sniffed, ingested or smoked; 
it is most commonly smoked 
here. 

Although the drug’s 
effects vary among 
individuals, marihuana 
ordinarily produces a state 
of intoxication with its 
accompanying symptoms; 
feelings of extreme 
well-being, hilarity, 
confusion and irritability; 
distortion of time and space; 
increasing motor activity; 
and loss of judgment and 
memory. 

Marihuana’s “high”, 
often described as “floating 
on air” or “falling on waves” 
contrasts sharply with its 
“down,” during which the 
user experiences severe 
depression, moodiness, fear 
of death, and panic. 

Continual marihuana users 
often are lethargic, neglect 
their personal appearance, 
and, since the inhaled smoke 
is irritating, suffer from 
chronic respiratory disorders 
in addition to concurrent 
physical illnesses, such as 
malnutrition. 

The actions of marihuana 
are exerted on the central 
nervous system. Their 
effects, through smoking, are 
felt in a very few minutes 
and may persist for as long 
as 12 hours. 


Marihuana abuse does not 
result in physical 
dependence. It is a fact, 
however, that persons 

physically dependent on 
such ‘hard” drugs as heroin 
almost always have had 
experience with marihuana, 
although not necessarily 
before suing these other 
drugs. 

Chronic marihuana users 
are generally drug 
d e pe n dence”prone 
individuals, trying— through 
the drug— to gain social 
acceptance or escape painful 
experiences of anxiety or 
depression. 

From conscious 
withdrawal, the drug leads 
the user into an unconscious 
maze, rendering him 
incapable of accomplishing 
d ream -in d u ced “great 
things.** Then the 
satisfactions obtained from 
marihuana prove insufficient 
to meet his psychological 
needs arising from these 
failures. 

The psychological 
dependence that may occur 
with continued use of this 
‘magic problem solver” is a 
very real danger. Since the 
marihuana user is frequently 
taking other drugs 
simultaneously, withdrawal

accompany treatment. 

Some of the symptoms of 
marihuana intoxication or 
use are: 

The pupil of the eye 
becomes dilated, reducing 
the iris (colored part of the 
eye) to a minimum color 
showing, and the sclere 
(white portion of the eye) 
becomes bloodshot. In this 
condition the pupil will not 
react normally to light and 
the user will squint or 
completely close the eyes if 
looking into a strong light 
source. 

Normally, the pupil of 
the eye will accomodate a 
variance in light exposure. 
When the light is bright, the 
pupil contracts, but the 
pupils of an individual under 
the influence of marihuana 
will not contract or, at the 
best will do so very slowly 
when examined by a 
flashlight. This sometimes 
requires the user to wear 
dark glasses, even at night. It 
should be construed by the 
reader that persons wearing 
dark glasses at night might 


be under the influence of 
marihuana particularly when 
accompanied by accelerated 
pulse or heartbeat and 
reckless or erratic operation 
of a motor vehicle. 

Marihuana engulfs 
members of every social 
class-being pushed among 
students on college campuses 
as well as poverty-stricken 
urbanites. 

Apparent dizziness, 
peculiar walk or stride, odd 
behavior such as wanton 
disregard toward others will 
be displayed by persons 
under the influence of 
marihuana and also n»ay be 


accompanied by muscular 
tremors. 

In the United States, 
attitudes of rebellion against 
authority ard thrill seeking 
are not uncommonly found 
among marihuana users, who 
usually are between the ages 
of twenty and thirty. In 
addition, its use is probably 
higher among young persons 
with developing psychiatric 


problems than among those 
without them. 

In general, it can be stated 
that marihuana intensifies the 
thoughts and fantasies which 
the user already has or desires 
to have. Serious crimes have 
been commited by persons 
under the influence of 
marihuana. Taken with 
liquor, it is especially 
dangerous.

community. The • harter can 
not be perfect for everyone. 
It can be amended from time 
to time to meet new 
condtions as they arise. The 
proposed charter is a giant 
step forward for the 
following reasons: 

First The charter does 
away with p a r t i s a n 
government. A survey of 
registered voters conducted 
by the commission presented 
an over all mandate to 
include this provision. 

Secondly * As a township, 
Romulus has no power to 
deal with or regulate Detroit 
Metro Airport. When 
Romulus becomes a city. 
Detroit Metro Airport will 
not be able to indiscrimi- 
nately expand or change its 
runways without first 
consulting the city 
government. 


township there is no limit on 
what can be paid 

Fifthly - Under the 
charter we make it 
mandatory’ to present a civil 
service system to he people. 
Under the township, there is 
no mandatory' provision to do 
so. 

Sixth One of the most 
important sections of the 
proposed charter liberalizes 
referendums. It spells it out 
clearly and precisely. Under 
township government, 
referendum is almost 
impossible to achieve. The 
law is vague and confusing. 

Seventh — The tax limit 
set up in the charter is only 
half of the allowable under 
state law for operations. The 
tax limit is not necessarily the 
amount to be set but a 
maximum limit.

Congress was also contacted 
and used for reference.

The charter we feel stands 
on firm foundation of 
research and avid desire to 
help the community of 
Romulus.

Edgemont StudentsConduct 


An Experiment In Learning 


BELLE VILLE-The 
children in Jonathan Hale’s 
sixth grade science classes at 
Edgemont Elementary School 
are conducting an unusual 
experiment— in learning. 

For the past eight weeks 
they have participated in a 
program of “individualized” 
science learning which they 
helped develop for 
themselves. 

“We began the semester,” 
said Hale, “by discussing a 
number of possible units of 
science study. The long list of 
topics we compiled revealed 
an unusual variety of student 
interests, and it was then that 
we began to think about 
departing from traditional 
learning methods. 

We recalled that scientists 
are people who look for 
better ways of doing things, 
and we decided that, as 
scientists, we too had to be 
willing to plan carefully and 
then innovate.” 

As a result of these 
discussions, students and 
teachers jointly developed an 
individualized approach to 
science learning. Each child, 
either alone or with a partner 
who shared his interests, 
selected a topic he wished to 
pursue. He was not limited to 
the units of study presented 
in his science testbook. 

The object was for him to 
find out as much as he could 
about his chosen subject-area 


and then to present what he 
had learned to the class at the 
conclusion of the project. 

Ways of gathering and 
organizing information were 
discussed, and the children 
were encouraged to consult 
community “experts” and 
resources in addition to 
books wherever possible. 

Hale stocked the 
classroom with a variety of 
reference materials including 
copies of grade-level science 
tests used in neighboring 
school systems. His students 
had become self-directed 
researchers, and his role had 
become one of consultant 
and guide. 

He also found himself 
willing curator of an array of 
charts, journals, experiments, 
and displays which began to 
fill the classroom and which 
reflected the diversity of 
topics under study— Ocean- 
ography, Engines, Aviation, 
Wildlife, Astronomy, 
Conservation, Mineralogy, 
Botany. Chemistry— all in one 
room at one time. 

Now, as the conclusion of 
the experiment approaches, 
the children are putting the 
finishing touches on their 
presentations. 

“I have been encouraged 
by the i n terest and 
enthusiasm generated by this 
approach,” says Hale, “and 1 
am impressed by the 


creativity and self-responsi- 
bility it has promoted.” But, 
as good scientists, teacher and 
students are suspending 
judgment concerning the 
overall success of the project 
until they have a chance to 
carefully evaluate its results.

Foreign Seasonings 
Add Flavor Frills To 
‘Plain Jane’ Stews 


Think Japanese Sukiyaki 
or Indian Curry are dull? Of 
course not! They are, 
however relatives of a stew, a 
dish once considered plain 
and ordinary. But today, 
stews have gained prestige. 
With seasonings inspired by the 
culinary history of the world 
they have increased appeal 
for family or company 
service. 

Reba Staggs. home 
economist with the National 
Live Stock and Meat Board 
suggests trying two versions 
of stew that won’t be called 
commonplace. One, 
Home-Style Beef Stew, 
provides an especially 
fiavorful family meal. Then 
for a tasty trip to the Russian 
scene, she recommends a veal 
stew that takes on gourmet 
character as the tender cubes 
of meat are smothered with 
sour cream and mushrooms. 
This recipe is party sized. 

Home-Style 


Beef Stew 

2 pounds boneless beef for 
stew, cut in 1 to l'^-inch 
cubes 

3 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

3 tablespoons lard or 
drippings 

1 cup water 

1 can (8 ounces) tomato 
sauce 

1 bay leaf 

1 tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce 

6 small onions 

4 medium-sized carrots, cut 
in 1-inch pieces 

1 package (10 ounces) frozen 
baby lima beans 

1 package (9 ounces) frozen 
cut green beans 
Flour for gravy, if desired 


Combine flour and salt. 
Dredge meat in seasoned 
flour. Brown in lard or 
drippings. Pour off drippings. 
Add water, tomato sauce, bay 
leaf and Worcestershire sauce. 
Cover tightly and cook slowly 
until meat is almost tender, 
V/i to 2 hours. Add 
vegetables and continue 
cooking 20 to 30 minutes or 
until vegetables are done. 
Discard bay leaf. Thicken 
cooking liquid with flour for 
gravy, if desired. 6 servings. 

Veal Stew 

With Sour Cream 

3 pounds boneless veal 
shoulder, cut in l^-inch 
cubes 

V4 cup flour 
1 tablespoon salt 
*/4Cup lard 

3 medium-sized onions, 
quartered 

1 cup sliced celery 

2 cups water 

1/8 teaspoon thyme 
1 medium-sized head 
cauliflower, broken into 
pieces 

1 can (4 ounces) button 
mushrooms, drained 
1 cup dairy sour cream 
Va cup chopped parsley 

Mix together flour, salt and 
pepper. Dredge meat with 
seasoned flour. Brown meat 
on all sides in lard or 
drippings. Pour off drippings. 
Add onions, celery, water and 
thyme. Cover tightly and 
cook slowly 1 Va hours. Add 
cauliflower and continue 
cooking 30 to 45 minutes, or 
until cauliflower is done and 
meat is tender. Stir in 
mushrooms sour cream and 
parsley Heat through. 8 to 
10 servings.

The 
Youth Home is so 
overcrowded that more than 
100 youngsters are sleeping 
on the floor. 

Preliminary plans call fora 
Juvenile Court-Youth Home 
complex of about the same 
capacity as the present 
facilities, at a cost of about 
$12 million. The most likely 
location is on County-owned 
land across Michigan avenue 
from Wayne County General 
Hospital in Westland. 

The Board of Supervisors 
established a $4 million 
building fund in this year's 
budget. The board also 
secured special legislation 
allowing the County to use 
for capital improvements the 
proceeds of a $40 million 
water supply sale to the City 
of Detroit.

In other action: A Detroit 
church and Wayne County 
government plan to cooperate 
in a unique halfway house 
project designed to give 
mildly retarded youths a 
better chance of becoming 
self-supporting citizens. 

The project was conceived 
by members of the Boulevard 
United Church of Christ, 
12929 Joy Road, Detroit. It 
received preliminary approval 
by a unanimous vote of the 
County Board of Supervisors, 
meeting March 12 as the ways 
and means committee. 

Under the plan, youths of 
age 17 or older who have 
successfully completed 
vocational training at the 
Wayne County Child 
Development Center will live 
temporarily at the house 
while working and learning to 
be self-reliant. 

The church would 
purchase the house, a 
two-story brick boarding 
house with 14 bedrooms at 
2362 East Grand Boulevard, 
Detroit, and pay its operating 
expenses. 

The County, in turn, 
would pay approximately 
$15,000 a year for a married 
couple to act as resident 
supervisors. 

The Child Development 
Center, located near 
Northville, is a residential 
school for mildly retarded 
children who are trainable. It 
has some 350 students, aged 
8 to 19. 

“Ninety percent of our 
students are potentially 
employable.” said Robert P. 
Kickow. center vocational 
director. “The first couple of 
months usually determine 
whether they'll be successful. 
The halfway house will give 
them support and counseling 
during that critical 
adjustment period.” 

About a dozen youths will 
live at the house, paying 
room rent of $25 to $35 a 
month. 

The project was initiated 
by Mrs. Leona Riebling, a 
church member. She was 
familiar with the problems of

Spokesman Hits 
Federal Reserve 

Spokesmen for Detroit area home and apartment builders 
joined thousands of others across the country today in urging 
drastic changes in policies of the Federal Reserve System to 
make it more responsive to the nation's housing needs. 

Speaking for the 800-member Builders Association of 
Metropolitan Detroit, Lester S. Burton, president of the 
home builders' group, one of the country’s largest, said it was 
time that Congress stepped in and corrected some of Fed’s 
practices which have tended to aggravate the housing shortage 
here and elsewhere across the country. 

Burton pointed out that the Federal Reserve System is the 
backbone of the country’s financial system. He urged that 
statutes be amended to make it clear that one purpose of Fed 
is to assure a stable residential mortgage market with adequate 
funds to meet the nation’s housing needs. 

He said that a bill introduced by Senator Wright Patman of 
Texas would restructure the system and bring it directly under 
control of the President and Congress. 

Another bill pending in Congress, introduced by Rep. 
Lenore Sullican of Missouri would establish a Home Owners 
Mortgage Loan Corporation to be financed by appropriations 
up to $2 billions a year for five years. Burton endorsed that 
legislation also.

Michigan 
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School Millages Needed 


In Wayne, Van Buren 


Supporting education has become a very 
real burden in Western Wayne County. 
Money to run schools no longer comes 
easily. Taxes never go down. Costs always go 
up. 

The Wayne Community School District is 
seeking a renewal of 21 mills for operation. 
The renewal does not amount to an increase 
in the tax rate, although residents of the 
district may well pay more in taxes next 
year than they did this year. 

In the Van Buren School District, voters 
must decide a six-mill renewal that will mean 
continuing current programs, or making 
large cutbacks in the coming year. 

In Van Buren, as in Wayne, the taxes will 
go up next year if current tax rates stay the 
same. The reason for the increase is the 
equalization of all property so that 
assessments continue to meet the state 
requirement of being based on 50 percent of 
market value. 

If real estate values continue to rise, as 
they almost certainly will in the next year, 
equalization will automatically increase 
assessments on all properties to stay even 
with the increase in values. 

A house assessed at $10,000 this year, 
may be assessed at $11,000 next year, if the 
equalization factor is 10 percent. It might be 
more or less, but will almost certainly 
represent an increase in taxes for all 
property taxpayers. 

School districts will gain some dollars 
because of the increase in assessments on all 


property. Some voters believe this increase is 
enough to justify decreasing the tax rate. 
This is not true, however. 

Each time school districts gain tax dollars 
because of increased assessments, the state 
aid formula that dispenses tax dollars from 
the state of Michigan begins to work in 
reverse. 

When property tax revenues go up, state 
aid allotments go down, even if school 
districts actually gain a small amount each 
year. That is the way the state aid formula 
works. 

The cost of education is, of course, rising 
like all other costs, and perhaps faster than 
most. Teachers must be paid and programs 
must be financed in an inflationary 
economy. More dollars are needed each year 
to buy the same teachers and the same 
programs. 

The renewal of 21 mills in the Wayne 
Community School District and six mills in 
the Van Buren School District is important 
to the continued excellence of education in 
these districts. 

We wish the renewals were both for one 
year only. That would seem to be the most 
equitable way to tax residents hopeful of 
some legislative assistance this year. 

At any rate, the millage is needed for the 
sake of the youngsters who attend Wayne 
and Van Buren schools. 

We urge every voter in both districts to 
vote ‘Yes’ next week to renew vitally needed 
millage for education. 


A New Direction 
In Police Relations 


There is one story in the field of 
police-community relations that hasn’t been 
told. 

It isen’t a story about police troubles, like 
those told in Westland, Plymouth, Livonia 
and Inkster in recent months, but a real 
success story. 

It’s happening in Westland, where a new 
group of citizens appointed by Mayor Gene 
McKinney is finding some answers to the 
problems involved in attracting capable 
young men and women to pursue careers in 
police work. 

The Task Force To Recruit Police, as it is 
known, could have been no more than an 
advertising agency for the Westland Police 
Department. It has become, through the 
efforts of the citizens who participate, a 
forum for understanding of police and 
community attitudes toward police work 
that affect the success policemen can expect 
in their careers. 

By identifying the problems through 
discussion, the task force is hopeful of 


answering some of the questions that plague 
all area police departments: Why don’t more 
men apply to become policemen? What kind 
of man is best qualified and most needed? 
What areas of police work need the most 
attention? 

The task force hopes that the study it is 
now undertaking will eventual result in some 
constructive suggestions for the 
improvement of the police-community 
relations in Westland. 

Represented on the committee are whites 
and blacks, policepien and lay persons, men 
and women. The goal is to bring every kind 
of opinion before the task force so that an 
honest appraisal of the situation can be 
made. 

The news has been unfortunately negative 
every time the topic of police-community 
relations has been raised. 

Perhaps the kind of effort being made in 
Westland is a good, refreshing new direction 
in western Wayne County. It is a new 
direction to be admired and followed.

If you don’t already have the 1970 
model whatever, you are out of it. There is 
very little respect for the old homes that 
have a lot more character and decorating 
possibilities than a brand new one. 

The other attitude is the one that urban 
man has toward his environment. Urban man 
seems to feel that he must conquer the earth 
by digging up trees and flowers and replacing 
them with asphalt, concrete and a few 
potted shrubs. 

Man has adapted his “use it up and throw 
it away” philosophy to the earth. The only 
problem is that it’s the only earth we have. 
Of course, there’s Mars, but if this planet 
sickens and dies I wou* n’t want to count on 
caching a ship to Ma *. 

I hc*,»e we can change these attitudes 
before it’s too late.

A fifth high school, possibly of a vocational-educational 
type, is being considered by the Livonia Board of 
Education.. ..Opposition is being voiced in certain quarters... 


It is therefore incumbent upon the Livonia citizenry to 
telephone and write school officials and to attend school board 
sessions and let their feelings be known on the matter... Board 
members undoubtedly would feel more relieved if called upon 
to vote on the new school, if they cast their ballots with the 
knowledge that the voting reflected the will of the majority....

Voting No’ Is Too Easy

Wayne Community School District voters will 
go to the polls on Monday, March 23, to decide 
whether to continue a 21 mill levy' which expires 
this year. 

To a tax-weary public, this seems like a very 
good time to “look the other way” and cast a 
quick “no” vote, hoping against hope our 
legislators in Lansing will bail them out with some 
kind of school finance reform. 

But is it really the smart thing to do? Everytime 
a voter enters the booth in a school millage 
election, he must stop and think of the thousands 
of children involved. 

Then he must weigh in his conscience whether 
casting a “no” vote is just not an easy way of 
shirking his duty. 

No one wants more taxes, that’s for sure. No 
one even, necessarily, wants to continue to be 
taxed at the present rate (as in this case). 

This is a millage renewal, which simply means 
that Wayne School residents will be paying the 


same rate to continue the same high level of 
education their children are getting. 

In School Supt. Harry Howard, the system has 
a dedicated man who is doing a fine job. Some say 
he is a powerful figure who needs to have things 
done his way. Others disagree. 

But the question arises: “Can a weak man lead 
a school district system whose total budget is more 
than all the combined municipalities in the area it 

serves?” 

In addition to Howard, the district has many other 
fine leaders and a school board that is second to 
none in dedication. Meeting after meeting I have 
sat and listened to these representatives of the 
public, the school board, discuss matters that were 
seemingly insignificant. 

But they weren’t. The seven citizens on the 
board really care how the public’s money is spent, 
whether it be for a group of $50 items or a 
$250,000 school addition. 

Some say the school system is “overburdened” 


with administration. But this is not true. 

According to the National Cost of Education 
Index, the national average cost of administration 
for schools was 3.9 per cent of the budget. 
Wayne’s was only 3.05 per cent. 

The national average was $22.61 per pupil for 
administrative costs, while Wayne’s was $24.29. 

The Index said schools needed a 7 per cent 
increase this year to remain at the same level of 
operation. 

Wayne Schools are among the best in the 
nation, not only educationally, but 
administratively, in maintenance and every other 
way. 

Because Wayne Schools have done such a good 
job, they deserve and should get our unqualified 
support. 

To have the voters do less than this, in my 
opinion, wou'i be a great mistake. It would 
educationally ripple our children at a time when 
they need all L'i training they can get.

In fact, out of the 
Preston -Martin aura, it is 
developing subtle charms of 
its own. Nobody has a better 
sense of delicacy than Jones 
and Schmidt and their 
adaption of “The 
Fourposter,” the 
two -character piece which 
views a marriage over 50 
years from one bedroom is 
nostalgic and affectionate. 

The Ford-Hines 
interpretation is far coyer 
than the two previous 
versions, certainly Ford and 
Hines arc more adept at 
mugging than Martin and 
Preston or MacRae and 
Lawrence. But Mimi Hines 
does have the talent to sell a 
song, now always apparent in 
her club act, and the current 
staging never degenerates into 
farce. 

The Ice Capades, in its 
30th anniversary edition 
reflects nostalgicly back over 
three decades, pointing up 
how much the show has 
evolved. More than either of 
the other ice shows, “Ice 
Capades” has sought 
innovations and looked for 
the gimmick and the result, 
seen this week at Olympia, 
reveals a startling contrast. 

TTie finale, “The American 
Girl,” Is something ice shows 
have been doing for 30 years 
and they stole the concept 
directly from Flo Ziegfeld 
and cohorts who splashed this 
sort of opulence all over the 
stage constantly. The number 
is colorly and filled with 
every anticipated effect from 
weird costumes to rising 
girl-bedecked pillars and 
lights. 

And then there’s “Love, 
Love, Love and More Love,” 
which takes the flashing 
lights, a crazy-quilt screen, a 
driving rock beat and mod 
costumes to tum out a 
psychedelic trip about as 
subtle as an overdose of LSD.

The gimmicky “magic 
screen” is also back for 
another Tommy Litz spy 
parody too. 

Ice buffs will probably 
wonder at the almost 
complete shakeup in talent 
this year. Gone is the world’s 
best ice comic, Freddie 
Trenkler, top billed Romayne 
and Steel, the Jelineks and 
most of the other familiar 
names. In their place are 
newcomers Linda 
Carbonetto, Margot and 
Danne, Wolfgang Schwarz 
and several more newcomers. 
Normal ice personnel 
evolution has become 
revolution. 

Still, the production values 
are solid, so the 
entertainment remains. The 
conviction grows in these 
days of X movies and nude 
plays and acid-rock concerts 
that ice shows are about the 
only family entertainment 
left. 

. The best special effects 
seen since “2001: Space 
Odyssey” are currently on 
display in “Marooned,” now 
at the Quo Vadis, relating the 
harrowing efforts to rescue a 
space team drifting in space 
in a non-functioning capsule 
whose oxygen supply is 
rapidly running out. 

If nothing else, 
“Marooned” points out how 
fast the space picture is 
changing. It was written only 
a few years back, yet it was 
before the moon shot and 


capsules were content to 
circle the Earth in those days. 
Today that would be passe, 
so the story calls for the 
space team to have spent time 
about a space station and to 
be stalled in a capsule which 
is unable to return to Earth 
or go back to the space 
station. 

Another magnificant 
change, which says something 
hopeful about the world-I 
hope -is that the book shot a 
Russian rescue team into 
space, with the Americans in 
competition to reach the 
doomed astronauts first since 
a Red rescue would be rather, 
well, un-American. Today’s 
audiences would laugh at that 
sort of nationalism. 

A quasi -documentary start 
does not appreciably detract 
from a well-keyed sense of 
growing suspense. Gregory 
Peck heads the space mission, 
while the doomed astronauts 
are Richard Crenna, James 
Franciscus and Gene 
Hackman, David Janssen goes 
up to get them. 

Despite a few cliches-like 
the hopeful wives, blinking 
back tears-“Maroned” is a 
lean and well-tempered 
picture and highly 
recommended.
